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Charges

Report: There was 
a failure to follow 
preventive rules

Despite a failure to follow 
guidelines designed to prevent 
civilian casualties, no American 
troops or pilots are expected to 
face charges or further investiga- 
tion in a May airstrike that killed 
dozens of Afghan civilians, offi- 
cials said Monday. 

Senior officials including Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert Gates 
and Lt. Gen. Stanley McChrys- 
tal — who has been nominated 
to take over the Afghan war ef- 
fort — have been briefed on the 
findings of the May 4 incident 
in Farah province in eastern 
Afghanistan. 

Pentagon spokesman Geoff 
Morrell said at a press briefing 
Monday that it will be up to Cen- 
tral Command to release the full 
report. 

Morrell said “there were some 
problems with the tactics, tech- 
niques and procedures” involv- 
ing the airstrikes, including 
“the way in which close air sup- 
port was supposed to have been 
executed.”

BAGHDAD — Across the street from the tidy rows of tomb- 
stones in the British cemetery, mute testimony to the soldiers of 
an earlier occupation, Mustafa Muwaffaq bears witness to the 
quieter side of the United States’ 6-year-old presence in Iraq. 

In wraparound sunglasses, shorts and shoes without socks, 
the burly 20-year-old student waxes eloquent about his love 
for heavy metal of all kinds: death, thrash, black. But none of 
it compares, he says, to the honky-tonk of Alan Jackson, whose 


tunes he strums on his acoustic guitar at night, pining for a life 
as far away as a passport will take him. 

“You know, I wanna go to Texas and be a country boy,” he 
said, standing in the sweltering shade of Baghdad’s Academy of 
Fine Arts. “I wanna be a cowboy, and I wanna sing like one.” 

All occupations eventually end. When this one does, history’s 
narratives will be shaped by the cacophony it wrought — the 
carnage unleashed by the U.S.-led invasion that threatened 
Iraq’s notion of itself as a country and that will haunt genera- 
tions to come.

But, he said later in the brief- 
ing, “I got no sense from anything 
I heard today that charges are 
imminent or warranted in this 
case.” 

Civilian deaths have long been 
a problem for U.S. forces in Af- 
ghanistan. But the Farah inci- 
dent reignited Afghan anger and 
led President Hamid Karzai to 
demand an end to U.S. airstrikes 
in the country. A preliminary 
American report from an investi- 
gation into the attack put the num- 
ber of civilian casualties as high 
as 30. Afghanistan’s Independent 
Human Rights Commission con- 
cluded that 97 civilians died in 
the attack, including 65 children 
and 21 women, while earlier Af- 
ghan government estimates rose 
as high as 140 civilian casualties. 

During his Senate confirma- 
tion hearing earlier this month, 
McChrystal said any victory in 
Afghanistan must include a re- 
duction in civilian deaths. 

“Although I expect stiff fight- 
ing ahead, the measure of effec- 
tiveness will not be enemy killed. 
It will be the number of Afghans 
shielded from violence,” he said. 

“This is a struggle for the sup- 
port of the Afghan people. ... Ican-

Morrell said the video was in- 
cluded in the briefing for Gates 
and McChrystal, but could not 
say whether it would be released 
publicly. 

Julian, in remarks echoed by 
other American officials in re- 
cent weeks, said the Farah attack 
showcased a new Taliban tactic 
deliberately designed to create an 
outcry that would take American 
airstrikes off the table. U.S. forces 
have long claimed that enemy 
fighters use “human shields” to 
prevent soldiers from returning 
fire. 

But this time, the insurgents 
actually wanted the Americans 
to attack so civilians would die, 
Julian said. The enemy fighters 
even had plans to kill the civilians 
themselves if the airstrikes didn’t 
kill enough people, allegedly by 
using grenades to make it look like 
bombs killed them, Julian said.

Military altering MRAP suspension for Afghan terrain

The U.S. military is turning to a ret- 
rofitted suspension system to make 
MRAPs designed for combat in Iraq 
safer when they are redeployed to 
the rocky, mountainous terrain of 
Afghanistan. 

During a demonstration at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, Md., a Mine Resis- 
tant Ambush Protected vehicle shook 
violently as it descended a steep hill. 
But it made it to the bottom with no real 
problems, according to a Wall Street 
Journal report. 

“You’d never even have tried that 
with an old MRAP,” military contrac- 
tor Mark Jackson told the Journal. “It 
wouldn’t have made it even halfway 
down the hill.” 

The military is attempting to adapt 
to ground conditions faster than it did 
in the early days of the Iraq war. In the 
period after roadside bombs became 
prominent in Iraq, troops resorted to 
welding their own armor on their ve- 
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“The MRAPs were bought for Iraq,” 
Marine Brig. Gen. Michael Brogan 
told the Journal. “They weren’t bought 
with any vision of needing to handle 
the rough terrain that’s common in 
Afghanistan.” 

The problem, the Journal wrote, is 
the MRAP’s design, in which both sets 
of wheels are connected to a single 
axle. This kept the wheels from mov- 
ing independently on rocky, uneven 
surfaces. 

Military engineers worked with ci- 
vilian contractors to develop the inde- 
pendent suspension systems, allowing 
each wheel to better absorb the shock, 
the Journal wrote. They also added ad- 
ditional shielding to the underside of the 
vehicles to protect against explosions. 

At a cost of about $100,000 per ve- 
hicle. the military hopes to retrofit all 
1,000 MRAPs in use in Afghanistan. 
To date, only five have received the 
new suspension system.

Army offering 
Incentive pay in 
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lieu of stop loss

ARLINGTON, Va. — Now that 
the Army is getting rid of stop 
loss, it is offering soldiers money 
to stay in the service long enough 
to finish their deployments. 

The active-duty Army will 
begin deploying units without 
using stop loss on Jan. 1. 

Active-duty soldiers who ar- 
rive in country after Jan. 1 are el- 
igible to receive as much as $500 
for each month beyond their sep- 
aration date to complete deploy- 
ments in support of operations in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, a recent 
Army-wide message said. 

Soldiers who opt to extend be- 
tween six and nine months before 
arriving in country are eligible 
for $500 per month, the message 
said. Those who extend less than 
six months before deploying but 
more than 90 days before they 
are slated to leave the Army can 
receive $350 per month. 

“We're trying to get them to act 
early to give [Human Resources 
Command] the maximum flexi-

bility for them to identify as far as 
possible who’s going to stay, who’s 
going to go,” said Lt. Col. Gerald 
Conway, acting chief of the enlist- 
ed career systems division. 

About 930 soldiers in the first 
two units slated to deploy without 
stop loss are eligible for the finan- 
cial incentive, officials said. 

All are eligible for the $500 
per month right now, but those 
who want the extra money need 
to apply sooner rather than later, 
officials said. 

So far only a handful of soldiers 
have taken the incentive, which 
became effective on June 4, of- 
ficials said. 

“We anecdotally have heard 
that’s not enough money — I’m 
not going to do it for $500 a month; 
$350 a month, that’s not enough.” 
Conway said. “Whether or not 
that’s true, I don’t know until we 
start seeing what happens.” 

By the end of June, he said, the 
Army should know whether the 
current incentives are successful.

Japanese police say 
Filipino with fake 
DOD ID eard jailed

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, Japan — A Philippine national 
who carried a fake Department of Defense identification card 
and remained in Japan for five years was arrested in May 
for overstaying his visa, Kanagawa Prefectural Police said 


A man identified by police as Sipin Joseph Jr. Hanopol, 30, 
said he obtained the fake DOD identification card from his 
mother around 2006, when she was a Navy dependent, Japa- 


The mother was married to a first class petty officer, Japa- 


The police declined to name the mother or the sailor. 

The sailor has since retired and both the mother and sailor 
have been in the United States since 2006, Japanese police said. 

Hanopol is in jail pending a decision by prosecutors on 
whether to try him or recommend deportation. 

Hanopol told police his mother sent him the fake identifica- 
tion card while she was visiting the Philippines. 

He had entered Japan on a short-term visa and was denied a 
dependent identification card because he was too old, Japanese 


Children of identification card holders are not eligible for 
their own card past their 21st birthday, or their 23rd birthday 
if they are in college, a U.S. Naval Forces Japan spokesman

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Young viewers at R-rated films on 
a base brings up the question of 


what is age-appropriate

GRAFENWOHR, Germany 
— The audience members at the 
Tower Theater on a recent eve- 
ning sat in awkward silence as 
they watched a scene from “The 
Last House on the Left” that 
showed an escaped criminal rap- 
ing a teenage girl in a secluded 
forest. 

Things got a little more uncom- 
fortable when a small voice in the 
audience piped up: “What’s hap- 
pening, Mommy?” 

“She had a boo-boo,” replied 
his mother, hurriedly attempting 
to cover her young son’s eyes. 

The boy wasn’t the only child 
watching the rape scene and

ARLINGTON, Va. — Don’t 
expect an imminent decision on 
whether middle school teachers 
will be cut in Defense Depart- 
ment schools. 

In May, an uproar ensued after 
the Federal Education Associa- 
tion gave Stars and Stripes inter- 
nal documents that appeared to 
show the Department of Defense 
Education Activity planned to cut 
350 middle school teachers. 

But DODEA Director Shir- 
ley Miles said at the time the 
documents were only proposed 
changes and DODEA had no 
plans to cut that many middle 
school teachers. 

A middle school task force will 
meet three or four times during 
the 2009-2010 school year to look 





Craven film, which also depicts 
teenage drug use, nudity, profani- 
ty and numerous grisly murders. 

On a typical evening at any 
AAFES theater, mothers and 
fathers can be found viewing R- 
rated movies with their young 
children chomping on popcorn 
right next to them. 

While others may question the 
suitability of R-rated movies for 
children, some military parents 
say the choices of English-lan- 
guage films overseas are few. 
Often, going to movies on base is 
the only convenient activity for a 
parent who has a deployed spouse 
but wants to get out of the house 
with the kids. 

And, while research suggests 
such movies could be harmful 
to young children, Army and Air 
Force Exchange Service officials 
and Army family advocates say 
parents are the only real arbiters 
of what activities are suitable for 
their children. 

Shannon Linville, a military 
spouse who brought children to 
see the R-rated film that night, 
said she doesn’t check film rat- 
ings and didn’t realize how much 
more graphic today’s horror mov- 
ies have become. Linville, a gym 
instructor on base, said she was 
horrified that AAFES would even 
consider screening such a movie 
to military personnel. 

“When I was young, R-rated 
meant something like ‘Jaws,’” 
she said. 

A few nights later, another mil- 
itary spouse, Sunna Rebolledo, 
walked out of the theater dur- 
ing a much tamer PG-13 movie, 
“Duplicity.” 

The family thought another 
movie was showing that night, 
Rebolledo said, adding that she 
never takes her kids to see R- 
rated movies, although she often 
sees other parents doing so. 

“T think probably the major 


reason is deployments,” she said. 
“People are bored. They don’t 
have anything to do and they 
don’t have support, so they make 
bad choices.” 

Other military parents cited 
the narrow selection of English 
language movies at overseas duty 
stations, which often have only 
one AAFES theater, and the lack 
of child care options. 

So should AAFES prevent par- 
ents from taking their young chil- 
dren into R-rated movies? 

“Only parents are qualified to 
make personal family judgments 
about their children’s viewing 
habits,” said AAFES spokesman 
Lt. Col. David Konop. 

AAFES’ policy mirrors the 
movie industry standard volun- 
tary rating system, he said. 

The voluntary industry stan- 
dards, produced by the Motion 
Picture Association of America, 
include the “R” rating for films 
that require patrons under 17 to 
be accompanied by a parent or 
guardian. 

“An R-rated motion picture 
may include adult themes, adult 
activity, hard language, intense 
or persistent violence, sexually- 
oriented nudity, drug abuse or 
other elements,” the MPAA Web 
site states. 

“The rating system is not a sur- 
rogate parent, nor should it be,” 
Konop said. “It cannot insert it- 
self in family decisions that only 
parents can make.” 

The objective of the rating sys- 
tem is to give prescreening infor- 
mation and cautionary warnings 
so parents can make their own 
decisions about the movies their 
children watch, he said. 

However, University of New 
Mexico pediatrics professor Dr. 
Vic Strasburger, the author of 12 
books and several textbooks on 
children and the media, said the 
MPAA ratings system suffers 
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from a number of flaws. 

“It’s not content-based but age- 
based, which is a major problem,” 
Strasburger said. “There has 
been ‘ratings creep’ in the past 
decade (what used to be R is now 
PG-13, etc.), and the board (which 
determines the ratings) is secret. 
There needs to be a pediatrician 
and child psychologist on the rat- 
ings board.” 

In a_ telephone interview 
Wednesday, Strasburger said par- 
ents should be most concerned 
about the impact of violence in 
movies on their children. 

“Kids learn the notion of jus- 
tified violence and get desensi- 
tized to violence. There’s a lot of 
violence in PG-rated movies, and 
in R-rated movies the violence is 
quite graphic,” he said. 

Studies show that kids who 
view sexual conduct in movies 
at a young age are more likely to 
begin having sex at a young age, 
he said. 

“We now think that kids seeing 
repeated use of alcohol and ciga- 
rettes in movies may be a leading 
cause of their using these drugs 
as teenagers,” he added. 

But watching a single R-rated 
movie is unlikely to scar a child 
for life, he said. 

Furthermore, parents might 
choose to take their children 


to certain R-rated movies. He 
said he watched “Whale Rider,” 
which was rated “R” for a drug 
reference and a small amount 
of offensive language, with his 
children. 

The Army, which seldom hesi- 
tates to tell soldiers how to act 
and dress in and out of uniform, 
takes a hands-off approach when 
it comes to soldiers’ parental 
responsibilities. 

Tammy Rickets, family advo- 
cacy program manager for U.S. 
Army Garrison Grafenwohr, said 
it’s up to military parents to de- 
cide what their kids watch. The 
family advocacy program does 
not tell them not to take children 
to R-rated movies, she said. 

When asked if parents should 
be taking their children to a film 
that depicts rape, nudity and 
graphic murder, Rickets said, 
“We will say, ‘Is that a good choice 
for your children?’ 

“Tt is not our role to condemn 
parents. There are possibly lots 
of reasons why that could happen 
and why they would take their 
children to the movies. They 
(parents) are able to make the 
choices that they have in mind for 
their children. That’s something 
we don’t get into.”

at a variety of issues, including 
staffing and the pupil-to-teacher 
ratio, said DODEA spokeswoman 
Elaine Kanellis. She said recom- 
mendations aren’t likely until 
after next school year. 

“Right now, it is premature 
to pin an exact number on the 
middle school PTR until the task 
group has completed its work 
and submitted its recommenda- 
tions to Dr. Miles, who will make 
the final decision,” Kanellis said 
Tuesday. 

Miles has proposed increasing 
the middle school pupil-to-teach- 
er ratio from 22.4:1 to 25:1 to 
make class sizes more consistent 
DODEA-wide. 

In an interview with Stripes, 
Miles appeared to say that 
DODEA was looking into in- 
creasing middle school class 
sizes to free up positions for the 
elementary level, specifically 


kindergarten, where the pupil- 
to-teacher ratio is 29:1. 

But Kanellis said middle school 
staffing and kindergarten class 
sizes are two separate issues. 

“We are supporting the addi- 
tion of 19 kindergarten teachers 
for school year 2009-2010 with 
slots that we have available now,” 
she said. “They are not being re- 
sourced with slots from middle 
schools. 

“We cannot resource the addi- 
tion of 19 kindergarten teachers 
for school year 2009-2010 with 
slots from middle school because 
we don’t know what the recom- 
mendations from the task group 
are yet, and we have not made a 
decision and will not make a de- 
cision on middle school staffing 
until school year 2009-2010 is 
completed.” 

Meanwhile, the FEA has ad- 
vised members not to talk to 


Stripes about any concerns they 
have about DODEA. 

“We’ve asked people to let the 
association do the talking for 
them just so that — to avoid any 
possibility of any retaliation from 
management for speaking to the 
Stars and Stripes,” said Michael 
Priser, president of the teachers 
union. 

Priser said the move is advice, 
not a gag order. 

Kanellis would not respond to 
Priser’s comments, explaining 
she had not seen the guidance 
FEA had given its members. 

Despite that guidance, a mid- 
dle school teacher at Yokosuka 
Naval Base, Japan, who wished 
to remain unnamed, expressed 
her objection to increasing the 
size of middle school classes. 

“T’ve been searching and scour- 
ing the Internet for any kind of 
data that would uphold any kind 


of cuts in the middle school arena 
and I can’t find any,” she said. 
“There’s no evidence that this is 
going to be good for kids.” 

The teacher informed Stripes 
15 minutes before her interview 
that the teachers’ union advised 
her not to give her name, saying 
it could potentially affect her 
career. 

Several recent e-mails and 
calls to Stripes also expressed 
concern about speaking out. 

However, Thomas Amend, a 
middle school teacher at Yoko- 
suka, said in a letter to the editor 
published Thursday: “I am say- 
ing here and now that the pro- 
posed staff changes by Miles are, 
to the extent I understand them, 
ill-advised.”

Alleged hacker asks

Lawyers for McKinnon, 42, 
say he has been diagnosed with 
Asperger’s syndrome and could 
be at risk of psychosis or suicide 
if sent to the U.S. to face computer 
fraud charges.

Barack Obama’s plan to close the 
detention center at Guantanamo 
in seven months and bring some 
of the suspects to trial. 

The move was criticized by 
House Minority Leader John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, who called it 
“the first step in the Democrats’ 
plan to import terrorists into 
America.” 

Ghailani was indicted in 1998 
for the al-Qaida bombings of U.S. 
embassies in Kenya and Tanza- 
nia, attacks which killed more 
than 224 people, including 12 
Americans. 


U.S. officials charge Ghailani 
began his terrorist career on a bi- 
cycle delivering bomb parts and 
rose through the al-Qaida ranks 
to become a bodyguard to Osama 
bin Laden. 

Ghailani, a Tanzanian, was in 
his 20s when prosecutors say he 
helped terrorists build one of the 
bombs that destroyed U.S. em- 
bassies in East Africa in 1998. 

He left Africa just before 
the bombings, according to 
investigators. 

After the Aug. 7, 1998, bomb- 
ings at U.S. embassies in Nairobi 


and Dar es Salaam, Tanzania, 
Ghailani worked for al-Qaida as 
a document forger, trainer at a 
terror camp and bodyguard to 
bin Laden, according to military 
prosecutors. 

He was categorized as a high- 
value detainee by U.S. authorities 
after he was captured in Pakistan 
in 2004 and was transferred to the 
detention center at the U.S. naval 
base in Cuba two years later. 

Since his capture, Ghailani has 
denied knowing that the TNT and 
oxygen tanks he delivered would 
be used to make a bomb. 


Naval Academy accepts more minorities

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — Three weeks before 
they will induct a fresh batch of plebes, offi- 
cials at the U.S. Naval Academy expect their 
Class of 2013 to include far more minorities 
than any class in the institution’s 164-year 
history. 

The class of about 1,200 will include 435 
minorities, up 33 percent from the previ- 
ous year’s class, which had the most minori- 
ties until now, according to figures unveiled 
Monday at the academy’s Board of Visitors 
meeting. 

The academy received 57 percent more 
applications from minorities than in the pre- 
vious year, part of a 41-percent increase in 
overall applications. 

Vice Adm. Jeffrey Fowler, the academy’s 
superintendent, attributed the rise largely 
to intensified recruiting efforts in areas that 
traditionally have sent few applicants to the 
academy. Fowler cited a new graphic novel 
about the academy experience, a science, 
math and technology camp for middle-school- 
ers and the academy’s summer seminar for 
prospective applicants as examples of more 
innovative marketing. 

“This is an effort that has been going on for 
years, but the results are really starting to 
pick up,” Fowler told the board. “If the acad- 
emy looks more like America, it’s in all of our 
interests.” 

Rep. Elijah E. Cummings, D-Md., a board 
member, praised the academy’s determina- 
tion to “tear down every wall” and find stu- 
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| 
dents that remind him of himself. 

“You’re looking for me,” he said, alluding to 
his ascent from a humble background. “And 
I want to thank you for going out and finding 
me.” 

Cummings said he has invited academy 
officials to a congressional hearing so they 
can provide advice to the U.S. Coast Guard 


Academy, where minority recruitment has 
lagged. 

The recession is probably a factor in the 
application boom, because the academy can 
offer technological training and job security 
that are hard to come by in the private sec- 
tor. But the increases in total and minority 
applications are well ahead of those at other 
service academies. 

“So in our unscientific approach, we take 
that to mean that the economy wasn’t that 
significant a factor in our increase,” Dean of 
Admissions Stephen B. Latta said. 

Latta arrived in November 2006 and said 
he was disturbed at the academy’s inability 
to recruit in minority-rich areas. He said that 
only 44 applications had come from all of New 
York City the previous year and that only a 
handful of those were from minorities. 

“T didn’t feel we were reaching the people 
we needed to reach,” he said. In the two years 
since, academy recruiters have reached out to 
more schools and sought the attention of stu- 
dents as early as middle school. 

The numbers certainly have changed. The 
Class of 2013 is expected to include 124 blacks 
and 176 Hispanics. By comparison, the re- 
cently graduated Class of 2009 included 53 
blacks and 99 Hispanics. 

Lt. Jeanine Benjamin, a 2003 academy 
graduate who spearheads minority recruit- 
ment, said she never passes up an opportu- 
nity to promote her alma mater to possible 
applicants. 

“Tf I see a 6-year-old on the side of the road,” 
she said, “I’m going to talk to him about the 
opportunities at the Naval Academy.” 


Army report: Detainee rules were ignored at Bagram

WASHINGTON — There is a 
“conflict between obtaining ac- 
curate, timely information and 
treating detainees humanely,” 
concluded the Army colonel over- 
seeing the initial investigation 
of the December 2002 deaths of 
two Afghan detainees at the Ba- 
gram air base detention facility in 
Afghanistan. 

The report shows how dozens 
of senior and junior Army officers 
and enlisted men at Bagram, fac- 
ing the post-Sept. 11, 2001, terror- 
ist threat and under pressure to 
get information, ignored or direct- 
ly violated interrogation elements 
in the Army Field Manual then in 
effect. That manual said the U.S. 
government did not authorize or 
condone the use of force, mental 
torture, threats, insults or inhu- 


mane treatment of any kind. 

The 2004 report, more than 
1,000 pages, offers an important 
lesson for today: When the rules 
don’t seem to get results, people 
tend to ignore them. 

When asked where the tech- 
niques being used at Bagram 
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came from, a lieutenant colonel 
told investigators that Army Field 
Manual 34-52, then in effect, 
“contained ‘approaches’ which 
were very vague.” 

However, the former Joint Task 
Force intelligence operations of- 
ficer, who was at Bagram when

But the whispers may linger 
just as long: The far quieter way 
in which two cultures that often 
found it difficult to share the 
same space intersected to reshape 
Iraq’s language, culture and sen- 
sibility. From tattoos of Metallica 
to bellybutton piercings to stories 
parents tell their naughty chil- 
dren in Fallujah of the Americans 
coming to get them, the occupa- 
tion has already left its mark. 

There is the bellicose language 
of the checkpoint: “Go” and 
“Stop” (often rendered as “stob” 
in a language with no “p”’), along 
with a string of American exple- 
tives that Iraqi children imitate 
with zeal. In parks along the Ti- 
gris River, they play “tafteesh,” 
Arabic for inspection. Iraqi 
troops, sometimes indistinguish- 
able from their U.S. counterparts, 
don the sunglasses considered ef- 
feminate in the time of Saddam 
Hussein. 

“It’s inevitable that they’re 
going to leave a trace on us after 
they depart,” said Yahya Hus- 
sein, a soccer coach in Baghdad’s 
Karrada neighborhood, where his 
family history stretches back 11 
generations. As Hussein strolled 
the neighborhood’s main thor- 
oughfare, he spoke with the au- 
thority of experience. 

“All this,’ he said, point- 


ing at a kiosk, “came after the 
occupation.” 
Rickety stands overflowed 


with goods. Toy guns emblazoned 
with the moniker “Super Police” 
sat next to imitation handcuffs 
and walkie-talkies. A doll with 
fatigues and dog tags carried an 
M-16 rifle; with a squeeze of its 
hand, Queen’s “We Will Rock 
You” belted out to a street speak- 
ing Arabic. 

“These are the times,” Hussein 
said. 


‘What are they 
leaving behind?’ 


Iraq remains a proud country, 
its people bridling at what they 
see as the condescension inherent 
in the United States’ modern-day 
equivalent of a civilizing mission. 

In the wake of Saddam’s 2003 
fall, many Iraqis, however sus- 
picious, were willing to give the 
Americans the benefit of the 
doubt. Now, many blame them for 
everything from sectarian strife 
to Baghdad’s disrepair. 

“What are they leaving be- 
hind?” asked Mohammed Chayan, 
45, a painter sitting with friends 
at the Madarat Cafe and Gallery. 
“There’s never really been inter- 
action with society. ... When they 
came to visit, it wasn’t artists who 
showed up. It was soldiers com- 
ing down from their tanks.” 

“They were isolated,’ admit- 
ted Mohammed Rasim Kasim, 
a filmmaker and photographer. 
But, he said, “I have to disagree 
with my colleague. 

“T’m not defending their pres- 
ence, but that’s not all it was. We 


have to be honest,’ Kasim said. 
“We paid a very high price, but it 
was the price of freedom.” 

“We haven’t seen a bright side,” 
Chayan said, disagreeing. “Well, 
there’s no bright side to coloniza- 
tion ... but the Americans could 
have left something positive be- 
hind. What makes me sad, wher- 
ever I go, whenever I go, I just see 
remains of destruction.” 


A history of 
borrowed words 


The British entered Baghdad 
in 1917 to end Ottoman rule, with 
the same pledge the Americans 
would make. “Our armies do not 
come into your cities and lands 
as conquerors or enemies, but 
as liberators,” proclaimed Maj. 
Gen. Sir Stanley Maude. Like the 
Americans, the British faced a 
revolt, in 1920, led by a segment 
of the population that had grown 
resentful at the heavy-handed- 
ness of a foreign army. 

British rule lasted until 1932; 
its waning influence ended with 
the 1958 fall of the Hashemite 
monarchy. 

Words borrowed from the Brit- 
ish still litter Iraqi Arabic. Iraqis 
nicknamed their British occupi- 
ers Abu Naji. There remains no 
equivalent for the Americans, but 
a slew of words describe those 
who imitate them. The older term 
for someone becoming more 
American than Americans was 
mitamrik, or Americanized. More 
conservative types here call such 
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language 


people khanazeer or quruud, 
“pigs” or “monkeys.” One stu- 
dent at the Academy of Fine Arts 
coined another name: “Am-raqis.” 

Citing songs by 50 Cent and 
Metallica conveys a certain hip- 
ness. So do tattoos. Mark Apram, 
Baghdad’s most popular tattoo 
artist, charges $50 for his work. 
A wall in his cramped apartment 
bears the words “Havee Matel 
Mark” over his painting of a devil 
with pitchfork. 

“Anything American, I love it,” 
said Apram, 29, who is inspired 
by the Internet and by designs he 
saw on U.S. soldiers’ arms. As he 
sees it, his success is a legacy of 
the presence of tens of thousands 
of American troops in his coun- 
try. “They’re the origin of all of 
it,” he said. “They’re teaching us 
how to act.” 


lraqi military 
feels the change 


The military aesthetic may 
prove to be this occupation’s most 
lasting cultural artifact. “Hum- 
mer” has entered Iraqi dialect as 
the word for the Humvee armored 
jeeps. “Buffalo” is the word for 
MRAPs, the hulking Mine Resis- 
tant Ambush Protected vehicles. 

Other words and phrases have 
been picked up from soldiers at 
checkpoints or conducting house 
raids or foot patrols: “Relax,” 
“Please,” “Sorry,” “No problem,” 
“Oh, my God,” “Give me five.” Al- 
most any youth can hurl a string 
of American expletives whose

Arabic equivalent would earn 
them a slap. 

Iraqi soldiers are now some- 
times indistinguishable from 
their American counterparts, 
with desert camouflage and sun- 
glasses. The black leather boots 
of Saddam’s era have given way 
to a khaki suede variety. Hol- 
sters have gone from the hip to 
the thigh. No one was seen with 
a flak jacket before the inva- 
sion. Nor did anyone roll up their 
sleeves or tuck their pants into 
their boots.

rifle carried high, finger on the 
trigger.

WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration objected Monday 
to the release of certain Bush-era 
documents that detail the video- 
taped interrogations of CIA de- 
tainees at secret prisons, arguing 
to a federal judge that doing so 
would endanger national security 
and benefit al-Qaida’s recruit- 
ment efforts.

The forced disclosure of such 
material to the American Civil 
Liberties Union “could be ex- 
pected to result in exceptionally 
grave damage to the national se- 
curity by informing our enemies 
of what we knew about them, and 
when, and in some instances, how

we obtained the intelligence we 
possessed,” Panetta argued. 

He also said none of the 65 
CIA documents immediately 
at issue should be released. He 
asked U.S. District Judge Alvin 
Hellerstein to draw a legal dis- 
tinction between the administra- 
tion’s release in April of Justice 
Department memos authorizing 
the harsh interrogations and the 
CIA’s desire to Keep classified its 
own documents detailing the spe- 
cific handling of detainees at its 
secret facilities overseas.

Apple's popular 
vadgets get cheaper

SAN FRANCISCO — Apple 
Inc. slashed the entry price for an 
iPhone in half and lowered some 
laptops by $300 Monday, the com- 
pany’s first dramatic price cuts 
since the recession began a year 
and a half ago. 

With co-founder and CEO Steve 
Jobs absent until his medical 
leave is over at the end of June, 
Apple’s biggest unveiling at its 
annual conference for software 
developers was a new model of 
the iPhone, the 3G S. It looks the 
same but sports a faster proces- 
sor, longer battery life, an internal 
compass, a video camera and a 
photo camera with better resolu- 
tion and auto-focus. 

A 16-gigabyte version of the 3G 
S will cost $199 and a 32-gigabyte 
version will be $299. 

The 8-gigabyte iPhone 3G, 
which came out last year, now 


costs $99, instead of $199. When 
the iPhone debuted two years ago, 
eager Apple fans had to shell out 
$499 for a 4-gigabyte version and 
$599 for 8 gigs. 

The latest iPhones go on sale 
June 19, just as two-year contracts 
for the buyers of the original mod- 
els are expiring and Apple faces 
tougher competition from the 
likes of Research in Motion Ltd. 
and Palm Inc. On Saturday, Palm 
came out with a well-regarded 
iPhone rival, the $200 Pre. 

For its MacBook line, Apple 
showed off new laptops that boast 
longer battery life and faster pro- 
cessors. The company rolled out 
a new 13-inch MacBook Pro that 
starts at $1,200 anda 15-inch Mac- 
book Pro that starts at $1,700. 

Apple also is trying to steal 
share in the computer market 
by enhancing its Mac operating 
system. The next version, Snow 
Leopard, comes out in September, 
before Microsoft Corp.’s next edi- 
tion of Windows hits PCs Oct. 22.

Week two: “A little less.” 

Every week since: “I’m going 
to go to the beach and enjoy some 
margaritas.” 

What most people would call 
unemployment, Van Gorkom em- 
braced as “funemployment.” 

While millions of Americans 
struggle to find work as they face 
foreclosures and bankruptcy, oth- 
ers have found a silver lining in 
the economic meltdown. These 
happily jobless tend to be single 
and in their 20s and 30s. Some 
were laid off. Some quit voluntari- 
ly, lured by generous buyouts. 

Buoyed by severance, savings, 
unemployment checks or their 
parents, the “funemployed” do 
not spend their days poring over 
job listings. They travel on the 
cheap for weeks. They head back 
to school or volunteer at the neigh- 
borhood soup kitchen. And at least 
until the bank account dries up, 
they’re content living for today. 

“T feel like I’ve been given a gift 
of time and clarity,” said Aubrey 
Howell, 29, of Franklin, Tenn., 
who was laid off from her job as a 
tea shop manager in April. After 
sleeping in late and visiting fam- 
ily in Florida, she recently mused 
on Twitter, “Unemployment or 
funemployment?” 

Never heard of funemploy- 
ment? Here’s Urban Dictionary’s 
definition: “The condition of a 
person who takes advantage of 
being out of a job to have the time 
of their life. (Example:) I spent 
all day Tuesday at the pool; fun- 
employment rocks!” 

Amanda Rounsaville, 34, of 
Los Angeles, quit her job as a 
program officer at the California 
Endowment in late March. A self- 
described workaholic who rarely 
called in sick or used vacation days, 
Rounsaville found peace during a 
three-week trek through Mongolia 
with a friend last month. 

“T literally found myself smil- 
ing uncontrollably at being that 


far away from everything,” Ro- 
unsaville said. 

Enjoying the solitude, she 
found herself contemplating: “Do 
we work to live or do we live to 
work? Do I have life goals that 
are not work goals?” 

Both Flores and Rounsaville 
discovered that they like them- 
selves better when they’re not 
consumed by their jobs. 

“This is the best version of me,” 
Flores said, adding that she feels 
“completely healthy,’ relaxed 
and focused. 

Rounsaville agreed: “The rat 
race puts blinders on you and 
makes time fly and then the next 
thing you know, you’ve missed 
the chance to be your more excit- 
ing self, or to push yourself in a 
gutsier direction.” 

Flores’ decision to quit her job 
was initially met by concern and 
worry by her parents and some 
friends, but she thinks it’s partly 
because they simply can’t relate. 
By the time her parents’ genera- 
tion reached their late 20s and 
early 30s, most were married 
with children. 

Andy Deemer, one of Roun- 
saville’s traveling companions, 
points out that they went to Mon- 
golia with “someone two people 
removed from me that I had only 
met once two years ago at a cock- 
tail party.” The 36-year-old New 
Yorker and college pal of Roun- 
saville’s, said they connected with 
that third travel-mate through 
Facebook and word of mouth. 

By thumbing their collective 
noses at unemployment, they also 
are sending a message to corpo- 
rate America, said David Logan, 
a professor at the University of 
Southern California’s Marshall 
School of Business. 

“People are saying screw it, 
and they’re leaving companies,” 
Logan said. “We need to figure 
out how to make companies work 
better for everybody. Until that 
happens ... early retirements and 
furloughs are going to continue. 
People are going to opt out of the 
system.”

You should know, however, that at every 
meeting of the Federal Education Asso- 
ciation teachers’ union (FEA) in each De- 
partment of Defense Dependents Schools 
school throughout the Pacific, FEA repre- 
sentatives have urgently warned teachers 
not to talk to or communicate with Stars 
and Stripes about Miles’ proposals. The 
union says that any teacher doing so risks 
being targeted by DODEA management 
for retaliation and possible dismissal. 

I have serious doubts about this claim. 
So, I offer myself to you as a test case. The 
proposed staff changes by Miles are, to 
the extent I understand them, ill-advised. 
There simply is no accepted educational 
theory that calls for more students per 
teacher in DODDS at any level.

Debate shows what’s possible in Iran

he most encouraging underreported 
news I’ve seen lately was three short 


paragraphs in my local newspaper 
under the headline: “Ahmadinejad, rival 
clash in live debate.” 

Iran has a presidential election scheduled 
for Friday, and several reform candidates 
are challenging Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, 
the radical incumbent. One of them is a 
popular former prime minister, Mir-Hos- 
sein Mousavi, and last week he and Ah- 
madinejad, separated by a large table and 
a moderator, squared off in a 90-minute, 
nationally broadcast debate. 

The entire debate is available on the In- 
ternet, with an English voiceover. 

The time-keeping moderator asked no 
questions, and the two candidates were 
allowed to joust freely with alternating 
10-minute speeches. Ahmadinejad was de- 
fensive as Mousavi minced few words in 
his criticisms of the last four years of his 
presidency. 


Mousavi firmly accused Ahmadinejad of 


incompetence and dictatorial policies. He 
particularly criticized his denial of the Ho- 
locaust, pointing out that Ahmadinejad’s 
radical assertions seriously undermined 
Iran’s standing in the world. Mousavi ar- 
gued for moderation, more freedom and 
openness in Iranian society, and more en- 
gagement with the West. 

Ahmadinejad looked uncomfortable. 

A moderate like Mousavi could provide 


welcome opportunities to defuse some of 


the Middle East’s explosiveness. Clearly,

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the prospect of a somewhat more con- 
ciliatory Obama administration helps 
moderates and undercuts Ahmadinejad’s 
demagoguery. Let’s hope for the best. 

In any case, the debate is instructive. 
We’re used to characterizing the Irani- 
ans as radical, hostage-taking, autocratic, 
anti-Semitic Islamomaniacs. But it’s worth 
noting that a spirited debate in which two 
different visions of the country emerge is 
entirely consistent with a democratic tra- 
dition in Iran that goes back to before the 
Revolution of 1905, which was a response 
to the Shah’s sale of the oil concession to 
the British. A parliament was established 
and a legitimate constitution was written. 

Unfortunately, democracy in Iran was 
derailed several times — in 1921 by a Brit- 
ish-sponsored coup and again by a coup 
sponsored by the United States in 1953, 
which kept the autocratic Shah in power 
until the Islamic revolution of 1979. 

This history, however, gives modern Iran 
a much more nuanced character than we 
were led to expect when it was described 
as part of the “Axis of Evil.” 

In “The Shia Revival,” Iran scholar Vali 
Nasr argues that even since 1979, democ- 
racy has been a significant element of Ira- 
nian politics, a position supported by the 
regular success of moderates in regional 
elections. 

Furthermore, Nasr and other experts 
argue that significant segments of Iranian 
society are deeply interested in modernity 
and in a better relationship with the West. 


He points to the surprising prominence of 


the Persian language on the Internet and 
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the fact that Iranians maintain at least 
80,000 blogs. 

Here’s an exercise that provides some 
insight into modern Iran: Google “univer- 
sities Iran” and browse the sites that come 
up. They’re in Persian, of course, but near- 
ly all of them provide an English transla- 
tion, which in itself says something about 
Iranian interest in the West. 

The university campuses are attractive 
and modern. Take a look at what the pro- 
fessors are studying, teaching, and writing 
about. They’re married and have chil- 
dren and some of them play pingpong and 
paintball. Some of the professors are even 
women. 

Note that the University of Tehran held 
its first “World Environment Day” last 
June, and the volleyball “Olympiad” just 
ended. The dormitory complex is celebrat- 
ing the installation of wireless Internet. A 
new women’s studies journal is accepting 
submissions about women and families. 
These and other Iranian Web sites look a 
lot more familiar than foreign. 

Let’s hope moderation prevails when 
votes are cast Friday. But however the 
election turns out, it’s important to remem- 
ber that the ayatollahs and Ahmadinejad 
don’t come close to representing every- 
thing about modern Iran. In some respects 
we have much more in common with Iran 
than with our friends the Saudis. 

The time may be = right 
rapprochement.

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Bells, whistles give way to ‘transportation

en I was a kid grow- 
ing up in the pre-Pearl 
Harbor days, the word 


that often described the average 
American family car was “trans- 
portation.” It meant that the au- 
tomobile was primarily a way of 
getting from point A to point B, 
with few bells and whistles. 

After World War II that all 
changed, as the auto industry 
cultivated a huge public romance 
with the look, size and speed of 
the means of making that same 
basic journey. The kind of fam- 
ily car you drove became a prime 
status symbol, with enhanced ap- 
pearance and design as well as 
performance. 

Big-and-flashy crowded out 
simple-and-dependable as the all- 
powerful American car business 
installed itself as the chief genera- 
tor of the nation’s economy. When 
GM CEO “Engine Charlie” Wil- 
son, as President Dwight Eisen- 
hower’s nominee for secretary 
of defense, famously proclaimed 
that what was “good for the coun- 
try” was “good for General Mo- 
tors and vice versa,” there were 
few in the financial world who 


disagreed with him. 

But with the invasion of innova- 
tive foreign competitors and the 
American concept of big-is-bet- 
ter eroding the home industry’s 
commanding position, Engine 
Charlie’s axiom eventually with- 
ered away. Exploitative foreign 
oil prices hastened the erosion as 
Detroit gas-guzzlers like the SUV 
continued to roll off the assembly 
lines, seemingly oblivious to the 
dire consequences ahead. 

The once-unthinkable _ out- 
come of General Motors declar- 
ing bankruptcy, with Uncle Sam 
frantically pouring huge finan- 
cial transfusions into the dying 
patient, became a reality the 
other day as Uncle Sam took ma- 
jority control of its management 
and risk. 

Well, maybe it’s time to go back 
to those days when American 
cars were looked upon primarily 
as “transportation.” A sign of dim 
recognition of this need has been 
seen in the forced decision of GM 
rival Chrysler Motors to hook up 
with Fiat of Italy, presumably to 
turn out more small and energy- 
efficient cars. 

GM and Chrysler, as well as 
Ford, have all strived in the last 
few years to make better and 
more practical vehicles and to 


convince American buyers to 
give them a second chance. But 
the horrible publicity suffered by 
two of the Big Three over the last 
several months has made the plea 
a particularly hard sell, even to 
Americans who might be moved 
by twinges of patriotism to “Buy 
American” in this trying time. 

If the home market for domes- 
tic-built cars is to bounce back, it 
may take more than higher fuel 
efficiency and smooth road han- 
dling to get Americans to buyGM 
and Chrysler products again. 
Ironically, given the Main Street 
USA fascination with bells and 
whistles — with fancy gadgets 
that take a lot of the effort (and 
fun) out of being behind the wheel 
— they may still be required to 
compete with the foreign usurp- 
ers of the American car market. 

It’s a dilemma for the “new” 
managers of the essentially na- 
tionalized domestic auto industry, 
many of whom apparently come 
from the management corps that 
was steering the business down a 
road to nowhere all these years. 

No matter what a stumbling 
industry is, sometimes it takes 
a radically fresh mind to get the 
creaking Tin Lizzie out of the 
ditch. After World War II, to give 
just one example, little-known 
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entrepreneur George Romney 
in Michigan took the skeleton of 
a failing Nash brand and turned 
it into American Motors as an 
upstart against the Big Three. 
He introduced the concept of the 
compact car with the downsized 
Rambler that quickly caught on 
with low- and middle-income buy- 
ers. It was derided by competitors 
as just “transportation,” but it met 
the existing market hunger. 
Romney personally capitalized 
on the compact-car success by 
running for governor of Michigan 
in 1962, was re-elected in 1966 
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and became the front-runner for 
the 1968 Republican presidential 
nomination, until his own candi- 
dacy ran out of gas and he lost out 
to Richard Nixon. The Rambler, 
like Romney’s political fortunes, 
also was eventually run off the 
road by the American car own- 
er’s romance with size and glitz, 
provided by the Big Three. 
Maybe the U.S. car market 
needs another Rambler, and an- 
other George Romney — the auto 
innovator, not the politician.

Emotions run gamut when a home changes hands

ate last year, on a weekend afternoon, 
I spotted the husky teenager next 
door packing boxes in the garage. 

I’ve known the kid, James, since he was 
4. He was best friends with my son, Jesse. 
They were inseparable — “Jesse James” I 
used to call them. When the two of them 
weren’t having a sleepover at our house, 
they would be camped out next door, where 
our little guy developed a taste for home- 
style Filipino cooking. In fact, our entire 
families seemed woven together. For years, 
James’ two older sisters had tag-teamed as 
our baby sitters. 

So I asked James, now 18, what was up 
with all the boxes. He looked at me glum- 
ly and said, “We’ve got three days to get 
out.” 

James and his family had lost their home 
in the Eagle Rock section of Los Angeles to 
foreclosure. I’m not sure exactly how this 
happened, but I do know that money had 
been tight since his dad was laid flat by 
a heart problem. An older brother, mean- 
while, had gotten himself into some bad 
— and probably costly — legal problems. 

The truth is that, as Jesse and James 
grew older, they also grew distant, find- 
ing new friends and interests at different 
schools. His sisters moved away, and I 
rarely saw the mom and dad anymore. 

But none of that mattered when I saw the 
sadness in James’ face, a look I hadn’t seen 
since those boyhood days of skinned knees 
and hurt feelings. Instantly, all those fore- 
closure stories I had been reading meant 
a whole lot more to me. This wasn’t about 
toxic assets. This was about a struggling 
family, which, after 14 years, would vanish 
from the neighborhood in three days. 

Week after week, whenever I looked at 
that padlocked house, I wondered how 
James and his family were faring in their 
apartment. And I thought about all the 
other young people who’ve been forced to 
make this wrenching transition — whether 
or not their folks recklessly gambled on 
subprime loans or drained their home’s 





equity for big-screen TVs and big cars, or 
simply had a run of bad luck. Regardless of 
the reasons, I had come to see the foreclo- 
sure mess as utterly depressing. 

Then I met Hilary and Mark. Engaged, 
the young couple snapped up the house 
next door at a bargain price from an in- 
vestment company that had bought it at a 
foreclosure auction. 

“We never thought we’d be able to afford 
a house in L.A.,” says Mark. ... 

Both in their early 30s, Hilary and 
Mark were a revelation, a ray of sunlight 
in the foreclosure storm. Yes, a door has 
slammed shut on many unfortunate hom- 
eowners. But another has been flung open 
for thousands of first-time buyers like Hil- 
ary and Mark, who had been locked out of 
the housing market by soaring prices. 

The latest survey by the National Asso- 
ciation of Realtors found that, in the first 
quarter of this year, first-time buyers ac- 
counted for nearly half of all purchases. 
Hilary and Mark say most of their apart- 
ment-dwelling friends are now searching, 
including one couple that has asked wed- 
ding guests for one gift: a contribution to a 


house fund. 

My new neighbors found the home on an 
Internet real-estate site, where it had been 
listed for just three days. The investment 
company had made a few fixes, slapped on 
some paint and jacked up the price by more 
than $100,000, which was still a deal. 

In the next couple of years, Hilary and 
Mark plan to bring a child into the home 
that once housed five. In the meantime, 
they spend weekends together planting 
flowers and entertaining friends on their 
patio. They’ve brought a new spirit to the 
home and to the neighborhood. 

One of our community’s most prolific 
real estate agents, Tracy King, tells me she 
sees a lot of buyers like my neighbors — en- 
thusiastic first-timers who spot the charm 
and potential in smaller homes that more- 
experienced buyers reject. “After being in 
the business a long time,” she says, “you 
forget how exciting it can be.” 

I remember that excitement. The Crafts- 
man home where my wife and I live with 
our son and daughter is our first. And, like 
Hilary and Mark, we thought we never 
would be able to swing homeownership 


— until the market dropped in the late ’80s 
and early 90s, leaving many mortgage ca- 
sualties in its wake. I first visited the place 
at sunset on a glorious day of Santa Ana 
breezes. A golden light poured through the 
wood-framed windows. I called my wife 
and said without a trace of doubt: “I’ve 
found our dream home.” That was 15 years 
and a million cherished memories ago. 

Whenever I half-jokingly suggest we 
trade it in for a little condo by the beach, 
my daughter gets playfully irate. She in- 
sists we pass it down to her like a family 
heirloom. 

Who knows whether my children will be 
able to afford their own homes or whether 
my wife and I will be able to scrape togeth- 
er enough cash to help them, as my parents 
did for us. But as I’ve watched the anguish 
and then joy unfold next door, and reflect- 
ed on my own experiences, I know there’s 
no point in worrying now. For in real estate 
— like life — the future always will deliver 
the unexpected.

Housing legislation 
under fire in Hawaii 
HONOLULU — Gov. Linda 


5 Lingle is under heavy pres- 
sure from residential developers to 
veto legislation that would require 
them to build significantly more 
moderate-priced housing. 

General Growth Properties 
and Kamehameha Schools, major 
landowners in the Kakaako area of 
Oahu, are behind the effort. They 
want to construct as many as 7,000 
residential units over 20 years. 

Under current rules, 20 percent, 
or about 1,400 units, must be set 
aside for moderate-income buyers 
or renters. 

The two landowners estimate 
the bill would boost the mandate to 
roughly 3,400 units, or almost half 
of the proposed new units.

At least 27 men and women were 
in the vehicle traveling about four 
miles east of Sonoita when the ve- 
hicle rolled for an unknown rea- 
son, said Officer Joy Craig of the 
Arizona Department of Public 
Safety. 

Most of the vehicle’s passengers 
were ejected. 

Authorities said all the victims 
are believed to be illegal immi- 
grants from El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Ecuador and 
perhaps Mexico. 


Metro train doors still 
opening too early 


WASHINGTON — Metro 

statistics show train op- 
erators are still opening the doors 
of eight-car trains before all cars 
reach the station platform, despite 
safety measures put in place a year 
ago. 

The errors pose a significant 
hazard of riders falling onto the 
tracks, but transit officials say 
there have been no injuries. 

There were 17 such door inci- 
dents from March to May, and all 
but three involved eight-car trains 
that were not properly berthed. 

Officials say almost all of the 
incidents occur because opera- 
tors forget they are in an eight-car 
train, not a six-car train, and fail 
to pull the trains to the front of the 
platform. 


Firm disputes treatment 
of disabled workers 


GOLDTHWAITE — The 

co-owner of a Texas busi- 
ness that hired out dozens of men- 
tally disabled workers to work in 
turkey processing plants in Iowa 
says the firm didn’t violate labor 
laws. 

Iowa state investigators removed 
21 of the workers from a boarded- 
up house in February and the Iowa 
Workforce Development imposed 
$900,000 in fines against Henry’s 
Turkey Service’s parent, Hill 
Country Farms, for improper pay- 
roll deductions and other alleged 
labor-law violations. 

Kenneth Henry said in his first 
interview since the fines were lev- 
ied that Henry’s Turkey legally 
deducted the cost of the men’s care 
from their paychecks. He said the 
men needed round-the-clock care. 

“These boys cannot take care 
of themselves,” the 68-year-old 
Henry said. “The constant care is 
the part that nobody wants to talk 
about.”

that killed him and a state trooper, 
state police said. Another trooper 
was wounded and hospitalized, but 
the boy was not shot. 

The chase began outside Easton 
and ended in Coolbaugh Town- 
ship, Monroe County, in the Po- 
cono Mountains when the suspect 
crashed his car, according to Po- 
cono Mountain Regional Police 
Chief Harry Lewis. He said the 
suspect and police then traded 
gunfire. 

The chase was set off at around 
7:45 p.m. when Nazareth police 
were responding to a report of a 
protection-from-abuse order vio- 
lation involving a weapon, state 
police said. The suspect then fled 
with the boy, police said. 


Pair hikes Maine’s 14 
highest peaks in 4 days 
IVI LEWISTON — A Maine 
man and his niece who 

climbed 14 of Maine’s highest 
mountains in just four days say 
they won’t be attempting to repeat 
the effort any time soon. 

Forty-one-year-old Jeff Hun- 
newell of New Gloucester and 24- 
year-old Nikki Coutts of Casco 
trained for six weeks before at- 
tempting to climb all 14 peaks that 
are higher than 4,000 feet in less 
than a week. 

Climbing two to six peaks a day, 
they accomplished their feat in 
four days. The pair told the Sun

Journal of Lewiston that their 
training allowed them to climb 
each mountain two or three hours 
faster than they normally take. 


Woman pleads guilty to 
cashing mother’s checks

Wilmington woman could 
be sentenced to 10 years in prison 
after pleading guilty to federal 
charges she cashed her dead moth- 
er’s benefit checks for 23 years. 

Anne M. Shea agreed to reim- 
burse the government the $235,000 
she collected from when her moth- 
er died in 1982 until 2005. 

Court documents say Shea’s fa- 
ther died in 1975 and her mother 
collected those benefits until her 
death seven years later. 


Google mentor found 
dead in home pool 
SAN JOSE — Rajeev 


C Motwani, 47, the Stan- 
ford University computer science 
professor who mentored Google’s 
founders when they were graduate 
students, is dead from a freak acci- 
dent at his Atherton, Calif., home. 

Motwani apparently drowned 
early in a backyard swimming 
pool at the home he purchased 
three years ago. Friends said he 
did not know how to swim but was 
planning on taking lessons. While 
no official information was avail- 
able, friends speculated that Mot- 
wani, who sometimes stayed up 
late reading and answering e-mail, 
may have stepped outside for some 
fresh air, become disoriented in 
the dark and fallen in the pool. 

The news of his death struck like 
a thunderclap in Silicon Valley. 
Blogs, Facebook pages and Tweet- 
er communications were filled 
with testimonials to a brilliant, 
kind man who was never too busy 
to help a budding entrepreneur or 
struggling graduate student. He 
helped many valley startups gain 
a foothold, but none so famous as 
Google, whose co-founder Sergey 
Brin mourned him. 

“Today, whenever you use a 
piece of technology, there is a good 
chance a little bit of Rajeev Mot- 
wani is behind it,” Brin wrote in 
his blog. 


Somali activist: Teen 
from U.S. reported killed 


MINNEAPOLIS — A 
Somali activist says 

one of the young Somali men who 
left Minneapolis to return to their 
homeland last November has been 
reported killed in Mogadishu. 

Omar Jamal is executive direc- 
tor of the Somali Justice Advocacy 
Center in Minneapolis. He said his 
group is looking into the death of 
the 17-year-old and asking federal 
officials for help in getting his body 
returned for burial. He said the 
teen was killed in artillery fire. 

Groups of young Somalis went 
missing from Minneapolis last 
year and were feared recruited by 
radical elements in Somalia. 

Jamal said someone should be 
held accountable because “to mis- 
lead kids and take [them] away 
from their parents and put them in 
harm’s way is a crime.” 

He offered condolences to the 
teen’s mother in the Minneapolis 
area.

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Furyk optimistic about daunting course

LAFAYETTE HILL, Pa. — Jim 
Furyk doesn’t have fond memo- 
ries of the Black Course at Beth- 
page State Park, but he hopes 
changes in the course setup and 
hopefully better weather will 
boost his chances to contend at 
next week’s U.S. Open. 

Furyk missed the cut in 2002 
with rounds of 73 and 80 on the 
difficult New York course, recall- 
ing a setup that “was definitely 
not good for my game.” 

“Of all the U.S. Opens I’ve 
played, it probably was the most 
problems for me,” Furyk said 
Monday before hosting his annual 
Exelon Invitational charity event, 
which included Anthony Kim, 
Kenny Perry and Paul Casey, 
at The ACE Club in suburban 
Philadelphia. 

Furyk comes into the Open 
having finished second to Tiger 
Woods by one shot in the Me- 
morial on Sunday. Woods is the 
defending U.S. Open champion 
— and also won it seven years ago 
at Bethpage. 

In his return to Bethpage, 
Furyk, who won the U.S. Open in 
2003 at Olympia Fields near Chi- 
cago, is resting his hopes on the 
United States Golf Association’s 
kinder, gentler setup in recent 
years — along with a weather pat- 
tern more conducive to scoring. 

“T’m hoping its not winter again 
there, put it that way,’ Furyk 
said. “It was in the 50s, raining 
sideways and blowing. That’s not 
summer, I’m sorry. 

“T think, more importantly, we 
have a new setup for U.S. Opens 
the last few years. I think the pos- 
itive I’m taking is going to Beth- 
page with an open mind thinking 
that it’s going to be different than 
it was last time and hopefully a 
little more suited for my game.” 

Perry also recalls a bear of a 
course. He made the cut, finish- 
ing tied for 45th at 15-over par, 
but he has not forgotten the test. 

“In 2002, I remember there 
wasn’t a birdie hole out there,” 
Perry said. “I remember the rain, 
the thick rough. It just seemed 
like if you didn’t hit the fairway, 
every hole was a struggle.” 

He said he’Il use a strategy sim- 
ilar to his approach at this year’s 
Masters, where he lost to Angel 
Cabrera in a playoff, and that’s 
to focus on getting the ball in the 
fairway and go from there. 

“T’m going in there with a driv-

than he did the last time the 
Open was held at the New York 
public course in 2002, when he 
missed the cut. 


er with a little more loft. I’m going 
to try to get something to act like 
a 2-wood, just to make sure I get 
the ball in play this year,” he said. 
“That’s kind of what I did at Au- 
gusta. I made sure I got it in the 
fairway, didn’t short-side myself 
on the greens. I tried to give my- 
self as many par opportunities 
and maybe steal a birdie here or 
there. 

“Hopefully by the end of the 
day we’re in good shape.”

Neither Casey nor Kim, two of 
the PGA Tours young stars, were 
in the field in 2002.

“T’m excited to see it and hav- 
ing not experienced it in ’02, I 
don’t have, should we say, the 
scars from the stories I’ve heard 
and how tough it was,” said Casey, 
ranked No. 3 in the world. “The 
way the USGA announced setting 
up the Open with the graduated 
rough and maybe moving some 


tees around, I think it will be 
quite a different golf course.” 
Casey will get his first look 
at the course during a practice 
round on Tuesday. He’s already 
received advice from fans who 
have played the public course.

Pros fall short in qualifying for Bethpage Black

GERMANTOWN, ‘Tennessee 
— In his first time competing 
in America since the PGA Tour 
lifted his six-month suspension, 
John Daly missed out on qualify- 
ing for the U.S. Open, managing 
only four birdies in 36 holes of a 
qualifier Monday. 

Daly shot 1-over 143 and didn’t 
come close to getting one of 13 
spots available in Tennessee. 

“My feet are tired,” Daly said 
after politely declining an inter- 
view with a Memphis TV station. 

Daly was awarded a sponsor’s 
exemption for the St. Jude Clas- 
sic, which starts Thursday, and 
he took one positive out of two 
mediocre rounds at Ridgeway 
(70) and Germantown (73). At 
least it helped him make the tran- 
sition from playing in Europe. 

“Being over there for five 
weeks, the greens are so much 
slower there and I wasn’t used to 
the speed,” he said later. “I haven’t 
putted on Bermuda greens in 
a long time. Boy, talk about not 
even sniffing a putt.” 

He’ll have to change his clothes 
when he gets back on the PGA 
Tour, though. 

One of the charms of U.S. Open 
qualifying is that all players are 
allowed to wear shorts. Daly stood 


out on this steamy day, wearing 
knee-length shorts with a blue- 
and-white checkered pattern. But 
he looked slimmer than he has in 
years after a stomach surgery in 
February that limits his appetite. 
Daly said he weighed 218 pounds 
when he checked on Sunday. 

The 13 qualifiers included J.P. 
Hayes, J.J. Henry, and Casey 
Wittenberg, a former U.S. Ama- 
teur finalist. Greg Kraft earned 
the final spot in a 6-for-1 playoff 
among all PGA Tour players, get- 
ting through on the second extra 
hole. 

The Tennessee sectional had 
mostly PGA Tour players, with 
an even larger field in Columbus, 
Ohio, for those who played the 
Memorial. Among those qualify- 
ing were David Duval, amateur 
Rickie Fowler and 50-year-old 
Tom Lehman, who once played 
in the final group four straight 
years in the U.S. Open. 

Davis Love III, who moved up 
to No. 45 in the world a week too 
late, failed to qualify. Also miss- 
ing was U.S. Amateur champion 
Danny Lee, who turned down his 
spot at Bethpage by turning pro. 

Daly attracted a crowd of near- 
ly 300 people, who followed him 
down the fairway, waiting for 
something to cheer. There were 
no big numbers, except for a dou- 
ble bogey when his tee shot sliced 


onto the road, and there were not 
enough birdies. 

The tour suspended Daly for a 
series of off-course incidents that 
led to the wrong kind of publicity, 
particularly a photo of Daly from 
a North Carolina jail after he 
spent the night to get sober. 

The U.S. Open will be held June 
18-21 at Bethpage Black, a public 
course in New York where Tiger 
Woods was the only player to 
break par when the U.S. Open was 
held there seven years ago. Daly 
finished 27 shots behind, includ- 
ing one round in the 80s, and he 
wanted desperately to get back. 

“That’s the only reason I did 
this,” Daly said. “I love Bethpage. 
It’s the ultimate major course. It’s 
fair. It’s so hard, they really can’t 
make it any harder.” 

So many others are vying for 
a chance to take it on in 36-hole 
qualifying across the country.

Longhorns finally earn trip back to Omaha 


AUSTIN, Texas — At a place like the 
University of Texas, four years between 
trips to the College World Series can feel 
like forever. 

The long wait is over. The Longhorns are 
going back to Omaha, Neb. 

Freshman Taylor Jungmann allowed 
two hits in six innings Monday night and 
top-seeded Texas earned its first trip to the 
College World Series since 2005 with a 5-2 
victory over TCU. 

“The season starts now, man,” said Texas 
coach Augie Garrido, who has won five na- 
tional titles, including two with Texas in 
2002 and 2005. “The race is on.” 

Texas, which earned its record 33rd trip 
to the CWS, has won six national champion- 
ships. With that kind of history, not getting 
there from 2006-08 was a test of patience 
for players who understand that anything 
less is considered a failure. 

The last time Texas (46-14-1) went four 
years between CWS appearances was 
1994-99. 

Garrido gave the ball to his tall 19-year- 
old right-hander to steer the return trip. 
Jungmann struck out five and walked one 
in picking up his eighth win of the season 
before being replaced by Austin Wood in 
the bottom of the seventh. 

“No fear,” Jungmann said. “You have to 
go out there with confidence.” 

Jungmann also had big early run sup- 
port. For a team built on pitching and 
defense, Texas showed some surprising 
power at the plate. 

Texas led 3-0 after the first inning be- 
hind an RBI triple by Brandon Belt and a 
solo home run by Kevin Keyes. 

Michael Torres opened the first with a 
single and scored when Belt smashed a 
long shot to deep center that hit the wall 
near the 400-foot marker. Belt scored on 
a fielder’s choice before Keyes blasted his 
seventh home run of the season. Horned 
Frogs left fielder Jason Coats knew the 
ball was gone as soon as it left the bat and 
hardly moved from his spot as he watched 
it clear the wall. 

“T know if I hit it hard, it’s going to go,” 
Keyes said. 

The Longhorns scored two more in the

fourth with a double by Keyes and another 
by Cameron Rupp off Horned Frogs re- 
liever Eric Marshall. 

Wood, who pitched 12'/3 scoreless in- 
nings in relief in Texas’ 25-inning 3-2 win 
over Boston College a week earlier, came 
in with a 5-0 lead and gave up two runs be- 
fore he was pulled for Chance Ruffin with 
one out in the ninth. 

After allowing a two-out walk in the 
first, Jungmann retired the next nine TCU 


batters. He got himself out of his only jam 
in the sixth inning. 

A single and hit batter put two runners 
on with no outs. But Jungmann got the next 
two hitters to ground back to the mound. 
The first he threw to third for the first out 
of the inning. The second started a double 
play that ended it. 

“He threw all his pitches for strikes,” 
said TCU third baseman Matt Carpenter, 
who went 0-for-3. “To be able to handle 


that situation with a chance to go to Omaha 
in an elimination game and to get that kind 
of performance out of a freshman is pretty 
unbelievable.” 

Tyler Lockwood took the loss for TCU 
(40-18), which had forced a third game of 
the Austin Super Regional with a 3-2 win 
Sunday. 

The Longhorns play Southern Missis- 
sippi (40-24) on Sunday night. 


Virginias O'Connor faces friend in CWS opener

RICHMOND, Va. — Virginia 
coach Brian O’Connor has a 
book’s worth of memories of the 
College World Series, growing up 
a few miles from Rosenblatt Sta- 
dium in Omaha, Neb. 

As a child just across the river 
in Council Bluffs, Iowa, he looked 
forward to attending games there 
with his father and brother every 
year from the time he was 4 years 
old. 

He pitched for Creighton in the 
1991 College World Series, ab- 
sorbing a 12th-inning loss in his 
only appearance when a chopper 
up the middle bounced just out of 
his reach. 

He also coached there in 2002 
with Notre Dame during his nine 
years as an understudy to Paul 
Mainieri. Now, he’s heading back 
for an opening game against his 


best friend in coaching. 

The Cavaliers (48-13-1) earned 
their first trip to Omaha on Sun- 
day with a 5-1 victory against 
Mississippi. They will make their 
first appearance in Rosenblatt 
Stadium this weekend against 
Mainieri and LSU (51-16), in its 
15th trip to the final eight. 

The game is the only way the 
matchup could have happened, 
O’Connor said Monday. 

“We have talked about it plen- 
ty of times before that we would 
never play each other until the 
NCAA said that we need to play 
each other, and now it happened 
and it just so happens to be in 
Omaha,” he said. “We’1l be friends 
up to the game, through the game 
and after the game.” 

But, he added, “the players will 
decide the game on the field.” 

Mainieri will be coaching in 
the CWS for the third time. 

“We'll just have to put our 


friendship on hold for three 
hours,” he said. 

O’Connor said he and Main- 
ieri talk three or four times a 
week during the season and a few 
times a week in the offseason, a 
bond that began growing when 
Mainieri took a chance on a 23- 
year-old assistant coach at Notre 
Dame, and together they built a 
championship contender. 

“When you become so close to 
each other, when you work in the 
same office with somebody for 
nine years, when you are side- 
by-side trying to build something 
together for nine years and in 
the fight together, you grow a re- 
ally true fondness for each other,” 
O’Connor said. 

He said Mainieri gave him the 
autonomy to learn the coaching 
ropes at Notre Dame. 

“T’m forever grateful to him for 
that,’ O’Connor said. “What I’ve 
learned as a coach, I have learned 


from Paul Mainieri and I think 
he’s the best in the business.” 

O’Connor, in his sixth season 
at Virginia, hasn’t done too badly 
himself. 

Virginia has been to the post- 
season in each of his seasons as 
coach and has earned its berth 
in the CWS by winning 10 of its 
last 11, all on the road. It started 
with four consecutive wins in 
the Atlantic Coast Conference 
tournament, the clincher coming 
against top-seeded Florida State, 
and continued with a remarkable 
performance in the regionals. 

Sent to Irvine, Calif., Virginia 
first topped unbeaten Stephen 
Strasburg of San Diego State, 
widely regarded as one of the top 
pitching prospects ever, and then 
won two straight from the hosts, 
then the top-ranked team, to ad- 
vance to the super regionals for 
the first time. 

At Oxford, Miss., a first-game 


loss on a walkoff home run in the 
bottom of the 12th inning snapped 
an eight-game winning streak, 
but Virginia came back to win the 
next two games. 

Maybe the games ahead will 
help O’Connor leave Rosenblatt 
with a better taste than he did 
after that game in 1991 against 
Wichita State, which he said drew 
the largest crowd in the history of 
the College World Series to that 
point and more than lived up to 
its billing. 

In the 12th inning, though, 
a chopper hit back toward the 
middle bounded about a foot out 
of his reach, and when the second 
baseman and shortstop collided, 
Wichita State won 3-2. 

The winner’s bracket game, he 
said, was long regarded as the 
best in College World Series his- 
tory, and proved to be his only 
appearance in Omaha _ before 
Creighton was eliminated. 
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Devils’ Sutter resigns after two seasons

NEWARK, N.J. — A home- 
sick Brent Sutter resigned as the 
coach of the New Jersey Devils 
after just two seasons, citing fam- 
ily reasons and scoffing at the 
idea that some may criticize him 
for leaving so soon.

I threw 
two years of my life and made 
a big commitment 3,000 miles 
away from where my life was and 
tried to do everything I possibly 
could to accomplish a goal. So by 
me doing that my life has suffered 
in other areas, and those areas to 
me are bigger than the game.” 

Sutter said the Devils’ crushing 
loss to the Carolina Hurricanes in 
Game 7 of their first-round East- 
ern Conference playoff series had 
nothing to do with his decision. 

New Jersey, which won its sev- 
enth Atlantic Division title in 12 
years this past spring, ended its 
season by giving up two goals in 
the final 80 seconds to lose 4-3 in 
late April. 


Miami’s O’Neal, Diawara 
will return to Heat 


MIAMI — Forwards Jermaine 
O’Neal and Yakhouba Diawara of 
the Miami Heat have exercised 
options to remain under contract 
for next season.

NORFOLK, Va. — Suspended

back his creditors. 

A federal bankruptcy judge in 
Virginia set the date for a new 
plan at a hearing Tuesday. 

Judge Frank Santoro rejected 
Vick’s initial bankruptcy plan in 
April.

Of course, having the No. 1 pick is one 
thing. Getting it right is another. The Na- 
tionals need only to look in their own back 
yard to see the best and the worst. 

Alex Ovechkin has been the model No. 1 
for the NHL’s Capitals, leading them from 
last place to the playoffs while earning an 
MVP trophy along the way. The NBA’s 
Wizards, meanwhile, needed several years 
to recover from the decision to place the 
franchise’s hopes on No. 1 underachiever 
Kwame Brown. 

For the Nationals, the choice of which 
player to take is obvious: Strasburg. But 
the franchise must decide how quickly 
to bring him along, how many innings he 
should pitch, how much — if any — they 
should tinker with his delivery. 

And, above all, they must sign him. 

That could be the sticky part. Strasburg’s 
agent is hard-dealer Scott Boras, who is 
expected to ask for a record contract — far 
beyond the current high-water mark of 
$10.5 million that Mark Prior received in 
2001. Read between the lines and it’s easy 
to see that the two sides are already stak- 
ing out positions. 


Boras: “Having gone through 36 drafts, 
Stephen is best college pitcher I’ve seen. 
It’s a combination of stuff, his ability to 
throw three pitches with command, his 
character, and also the potential to be even 
better.” 

Nationals president Stan Kasten: “The 
hyperbole and mythology that the media 
has built up about him, I think has been a 
disservice to that one particular player be- 
cause it’s been so extreme that it’s raised 
expectations to a highly unrealistic level. 
No one could possibly live up to the mythol- 
ogy that’s being built up.” 

There’s no telling what Boras’ initial 
asking price will be. $30 million? $40 mil- 
lion? $50 million? The Nationals are sure to 
point out that’s an awful lot to give some- 
one who has never thrown a pitch in the big 
leagues, while Boras will no doubt contend 
that even more has been given to older 
Japanese players with no MLB experience 
— the Boston Red Sox not long ago in- 
vested more than $100 million in Daisuke 
Matsuzaka. 

The Nationals can say the economy is 
bad, attendance is down across the coun- 
try and that it’s time to show some fiscal 
restraint. Boras will counter that major 


league revenues remain near record levels: 
“The economy in baseball is very strong. 
The industry’s doing very well,” he said. 

The Nationals can point out that it would 
throw everything askew for future drafts 
if an extraordinary amount is paid to one 
specific player. “We’re not going to rewrite 
the whole sport for this year,” Kasten said. 

Boras’ counterpoint could be that Stras- 
burg is just the type of once-a-generation 
player worthy of such an extraordinary 
deal. 

Boras can note that the Nationals caught 
plenty of flak for failing to sign last year’s 
first-round draft pick, No. 9 overall selec- 
tion Aaron Crow from Missouri. A team 
that can’t get its first pick signed for two 
years running is essentially postponing its 
future and risking more ire from fans. 

Kasten claims there’s no connection be- 
tween the two. 

“T think they’re completely indepen- 
dent,” Kasten said. “I don’t see how it puts 
any extra pressure on us at all. I think it 
gives some insight into how we operate. We 
made the highest offer for any pitcher in 
the draft last year, and that’s all we were 
going to do. And if that wasn’t good enough, 
we walked away.” 


Needless to say, these negotiations will 
take a while. If the No. 1 pick isn’t signed, 
the Nationals will receive the No. 2 pick 
next year aS compensation and the player 
would become eligible to be drafted next 
year. 

If Strasburg’s asking price is too high, 
Kasten says that’s exactly what will 
happen. 

“We expect to sign this player,’ Kas- 
ten said. “But we’re also prepared if that 
doesn’t happen.” 

Meanwhile, the players in the Nationals 
clubhouse are enduring loss after loss. One 
player alone can’t do everything to turn a 
team around, but all are hoping Strasburg 
is a big part of the solution. 

“I’m not going to go out and say he’s a 
LeBron James or anything like that, but 
I sure hope he can come in here do the 
things that LeBron has done for Cleve- 
land,” outfielder Willie Harris said. “But at 
the same time give the kid a chance to get 
his feet wet. Don’t put so much pressure on 
the kid.” 

It might be too late for that. As Strasburg 
is about to find out, pressure is standard 
equipment that comes with being No. 1. 
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NASCAR driver getting more 
heat after smashing trophy

yle Busch has always 

bucked the system, 

embracing the no- 

toriety that comes 
with being NASCAR’s newest 
bad boy. 

He doesn’t care if race fans dis- 
like him — and boy, do they ever 
— and he makes no apologies for 
knocking people out of his way en 
route to Victory Lane. His rejec- 
tion of conformity is genuine, and 
Busch does everything he can to 
avoid being grouped as just an- 
other politically correct NASCAR 
driver shilling for a sponsor. 

So if he’s aware of the growing 
backlash surrounding his guli- 
tar-smashing celebration after 
a Nationwide Series victory at 
Nashville, it’s doubtful Busch 
even cares. 

But this time, even his most ar- 
dent supporters wonder if Busch 
went too far. 

See, it wasn’t just any guitar 
that Busch whacked three times 
against the ground before toss- 
ing the chipped steel instrument 
aside. No, it was a revered Gibson 
Les Paul guitar that had been 
hand painted by longtime NAS- 
CAR artist Sam Bass and has 
become the symbol of Nashville 
Speedway. 

Bass initially said he was 
stunned Saturday night to see 
Busch climb from his car, accept 
the trophy, then attempt to de- 
stroy it. But he had softened after 
speaking to Busch in Victory 
Lane, where the driver explained 
that Nashville had frustrated him 
for so long, he had promised his 
crew that if he ever claimed one 
of the coveted guitars, he’d smash 
it and share the pieces with the 
entire team. 

On Monday, however, Bass told 
NASCAR Scene he was heart- 
broken to see Busch destroy the 
trophy. 

“It was stunning, absolutely 
stunning to see that thing de- 
stroyed within seconds of him 
getting it,” Bass told Scene. “It’s 
his trophy, he can choose to do 
with it what he wants. But I’m 
not going to lie about it. If he 
had asked me, ‘Hey, I’m think- 
ing about destroying that trophy 
guitar whenever I win it, what 
do you think?’ Of course I would 
have told him, ‘No! Please don’t. 
Let us give you a prop guitar.’” 

Busch’s celebration was not 


meant to be disrespectful toward 
Bass, the speedway, sponsors or 
fans. Instead, it was sincere emo- 
tion from a driver who had flirt- 
ed several times with victory at 
Nashville, only to come up empty 
in seven previous tries. 

After finally breaking through 
for a dominating victory, the 
smashing of the guitar was, in 
Busch’s mind, nothing more than 
an exorcising of demons. 

Only nobody else sees it that 
way. 

“T’ve got a lot of respect for 
Sam Bass and those people at 
Gibson that make those beautiful 
trophies,” said three-time Nash- 
ville winner Carl Edwards. “You 
definitely will not see me smash- 
ing one of them.” 

Brad Keselowski, either. So 
thrilled to earn one of the gui- 
tars last June, he carried it all 
over the garage during post-race 
inspection and then fell asleep 
cradling it during the plane ride 
home. His JR Motorsports team 
has the photos to prove it. 

But the 24-year-old Busch 
doesn’t think like that, and the 
big picture often escapes him. 
His antics used to be attributed 
to a lack of maturity, which ulti- 
mately cost him his job at Hen- 
drick Motorsports two years ago 
this week. 

After landing on his feet at 
Joe Gibbs Racing, he seemed to 
smooth his rough edges and set- 
tle into his own skin while rolling 
to 21 victories and leading the 
Sprint Cup Series standings for 
most of the regular season. But 
when his championship hopes 
crumbled in the opening Chase 
to the championship race, it be- 
came clear Busch is still a work 
in progress. 

And there have been some 
rough patches this season, too. He 
embarrassed his crew by aban- 
doning his car on the race track 
after they cost him a Nationwide 
victory at Bristol, and after any 
sort of setback he’s stormed out 
of tracks without commenting 
several times. 

That edge is the essence of 
Busch, and it’s what makes him 
one of NASCAR’s best drivers. 

Without it, he maybe doesn’t 
win as often or perhaps loses the 
hunger to race in every event he 
can find. With it, he offends peo- 
ple at every turn.

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Cox earns 2,000th victory with Braves

ATLANTA — Bobby Cox didn’t try to 
place perspective on his 2000th career win 
with the Braves. He said he couldn’t even 
remember the first nine innings of the 
milestone victory. 

David Ross’ bases-loaded infield single 
in the 15th inning drove in Jeff Francoeur 
to give the Atlanta Braves a 7-6 victory 
over the Pittsburgh Pirates in a game that 
lasted almost 5 hours Monday night. 

Ross hit the grounder to shortstop Jack 
Wilson, whose throw to the third-base 
side of home plate pulled catcher Jason 
Jaramillo’s foot off the plate as Francoeur 
scored. 

“The ball beat him,” said Wilson. “I could 
have made a better throw on that play.” 

Pittsburgh manager John Russell said he 
thought Jaramillo kept his foot on home. 

“It was a tough play to end the game,” 
Russell said. “We thought his foot was on 
the plate.” 

It was the longest game in Atlanta since 
the Braves beat the Astros 7-6 in 17 in- 
nings on July 7, 2008 in the longest game in 
Turner Field history. 

The game lasted 4 hours, 46 minutes. 

Cox, whose 2,355 wins overall in 28 sea- 
sons with Atlanta and Toronto rank fourth 


all-time, wasn’t impressed by his latest 
milestone, which he said meant “zero.” 

“Allit means is that you’re getting old and 
you’ve been around too long,” said the 68- 
year-old Cox, who added “I’ve been lucky. 
We’ve always had great players here. To 
get that many you have to have great play- 
ers. And we have them again this year.” 

Cox’s players celebrated for him. 

“He’s the best there is and we’re all 
happy for him,” said Chipper Jones, who 
had two hits, including a two-run homer in 
the first inning. “Sorry it took five hours 
to get it for him but I think he’ll take it 
nonetheless.” 

Karstens (2-4) walked Gregor Blanco to 
lead off the 15th. Blanco was forced out at 
second on Francoeur’s unsuccessful sac- 
rifice bunt. Francoeur raced to third on 
Martin Prado’s single to center. Karstens 
loaded the bases on an intentional walk to 
Kelly Johnson before facing Ross. 

Karstens, Pittsburgh’s eighth pitcher, 
made his first relief appearance since Sept. 
25, 2007 against Tampa Bay while with 
the New York Yankees. He had made 31 
straight starts and was listed as Wednes- 
day’s starter against the Braves. 

“T don’t know if I’ll start; we’ll have to 
see what happens,” said Karstens, who 
threw 18 pitches while giving up two hits 


and arun. 

Rookie Kris Medlen (2-2), Atlanta’s 
eighth pitcher, earned the win with three 
scoreless innings in his first relief appear- 
ance. He made three starts before moving 
to the bullpen when the Braves called up 
Tommy Hanson. 

After Peter Moylan blew a 6-3 lead by 
giving up three runs in the seventh, Atlan- 
ta’s final six relievers threw 87/3 scoreless 
innings. 

Brian McCann hit a two-run homer and 
Nate McLouth had three hits, including a 
homer, against his former team. The out- 
fielder was traded to Atlanta last week. 

Andrew McCutchen had four hits, in- 
cluding two triples and a double, for 
Pittsburgh. 

McLouth had a first-inning single, a 
fifth-inning homer — his first with the 
Braves and 10th of the season — and a 
sixth-inning single. McLouth then stole 
second — also his 10th — and scored on a 
single by Yunel Escobar. 

The trade cleared the way for the Pirates 
to promote McCutchen, who has seven hits 
in his last two games. 

McCutchen’s 11th-inning double fol- 
lowed a walk to Craig Monroe, but Monroe 
was thrown out at the plate on Escobar’s 
relay throw from Blanco.

NEW YORK — After another 
winning night of home run derby, 
the Yankees headed to Boston 
for some fun at Fenway. Then it’s 
back home for the first Subway 
Series against the Mets at the 
new bandbox in the Bronx. 

Despite going 0-5 against the 
Red Sox this year, the Yankees 
went north following Monday 
night’s 5-3 victory over the Tampa 
Bay Rays with a one-game lead in 
the AL East and the best record 
in the American League. Now 
they have to figure out how to 
beat Boston. 

“Obviously we would like to 
get payback and say all that good 
stuff, but we have to go out and 
play well,” Johnny Damon said. 

Mark Teixeira, Nick Swisher, 
Damon and Derek Jeter homered 
against Andy Sonnanstine (4-6), 
who gave up four homers for the 
first time in his big league career 
and dropped to 1-6 on the road. 

New York has won 19 of its last 
25 games, improving to 34-23 
after its usual slow start. 

“Obviously, we’re playing a lot 
better,” Jeter said. “We don’t re- 
ally take too much stock in what 
happened however long ago we 
played them.” 

When the Yankees played at 
Fenway from April 24-26 and 
faced the Red Sox at home May 
4-5, they were missing Alex 
Rodriguez. 

“When Alex was out of the 
lineup, we were still scoring some 
runs. We were falling behind 
teams and coming back. We just 
weren't pitching as good as we are 


now,” Jeter said. “Our starters 
have been good. Our bullpen has 
been good, and Mo has been Mo.” 

Mariano Rivera finished with 
a perfect ninth for the second 
straight day, getting save No. 496, 
his 14th in 15 chances this year. 
Yankees manager Joe Girardi 
said Rivera, who rebounded from 
Saturday’s loss, might not be 
available Tuesday after pitching 
three days in a row and throwing 
42 pitches. But his closer said he’d 
be ready, 

“Oh, definitely, we need to win 
a game there,” he said. 

Teixeira’s solo homer in the 
first and Swisher’s two-run drive 
in the second built a 3-0 lead, but 
the Rays tied the score in the 
fourth when Rodriguez bobbled 
Ben Zobrist’s leadoff grounder to 
third for an error. Michel Hernan- 
dez had an RBI single and Gabe 
Kapler followed with a two-run 
homer to left, Kapler’s first home 
run since Sept. 7 for Milwaukee 
off San Diego’s Chris Young. 

Solo homers by Damon in the 
sixth and Jeter in the eighth fin- 
ished Sonnanstine. 

“T just think we didn’t hit 
enough balls to _ right-center. 
There’s a conveyor-belt effect out 
there,’ Rays manager Joe Mad- 
don said. “It’s kind of like a jet 
stream.” 

There have been 105 homers in 
29 games at the new ballpark, a 
sharp increase from the 160 last 
season at the original Yankee 
Stadium, and 63 have been hit to 
right and right-center. New York 
won despite finishing with just 
six hits — and no plate appear- 
ances with runners in scoring po- 


sition for the first time since May 
14, 2006. 

Andy Pettitte (6-2) allowed 
three runs — two earned — and 
five hits in six innings, striking 
out a season-high seven. After 
walking 11 in his previous two 
starts, he cut his bases on balls to 
three.

“Sometimes there are very special play- 
ers that are able to change a franchise, able 
to label a franchise, able to put a franchise 
on the map,” said Nationals reliever Ron 
Villone, a veteran of 12 teams in 15 major 
league seasons. “This year, I guess there’s 
a young man who’s got a once-in-a-lifetime 
arm, as far as we’ve seen, and you don’t see 
that every day. 

“T’m a baseball lover all my life. I see 
some guys who were just born to hit, born 
to play, born to run, born to throw. I think 
this year there’s a guy who was born to 
throw.”
